Good Stock vs, Scrubs. 


Do our stockmen and farmers ap- 
preciate the difference between a good 
steer or cow and a poor one? Dothey 


yet firmly on this whole subject of know how much more a good large 


draft horse brings than a little, infe- 
rior adimal, bred from a small worth- 
less trotter, so called; or a good, well- 
bred hog or sheep more than a 
“prairie” rooter or a Mexican mongrel? 
If they do not, just let them make 
enquiries of those who raise and sell 
the improved breeds. We know the 
good stock brings 100 per cent. more 
than the scrub, and at their enhanced 
value they are more profitable to feed 
or to graze than the poorer kinds. It. 
isa waste of capital fora farmer to 
breed anything but good stock, what- 
ever argument may be advanced in 
favor of the Texas cow on the plains. 
It is as easy to raise a 1,500 pound 


and cows are used to breed from, as to 
raise a 900 pound Texan, and the price 
obtained for the full bred one is near- 
ly twice as much as the scrub will 
bring. As to horses, it is almost im- 
possible to sell a little, trifling horse, 
only for a cow pony, but the large 
draft horse always sells at good figures. 
.A Berkshire or Poland China hog will 
make nearly double the pounds of 
meat from a-given amount of: feed: as 
the poor, ill-bred hog, and the meat 1s 
better. A merino ewe will produce 
from eight to ten pounds of good mer- 
chantable wool; the Mexican and spec- 
imens brought from Missouri and 
Arkansas to the State will not show 
over three pounds of hair and wool 
that sell only for carpet wools. 

Why our farmers will waste their 
money, feed and grass on such kinds 
of stock is a mystery, when they can 
do so much better, but we are young 
and have time to improve, and, judg- 
ing from the number of enterprising 
stockmen who are purcliasing good 
bulls and rams, the day is not far dis- 
tant when Colorado will do far better 
than she isdoing new. We hope to 
‘see before another: year the stock of 
‘hogs in our State quadrupled, and be- 
fore five. years enough pork made in 
our State to supply the home demand,

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The Eastern War. 

The Eastern war news remains as 
unsatisfactory as ever. Press dis- 
patches are all doctored before being 
given to the public, and correspond- 
ents have scarcely any privileges what- 
ever. It appears that the Turkish 
forces are recovering from their first 
reverses in Asiatic Turkey, and are 
now securing some advantages over 
the Russian troops. They have been 
victorious in Montenegro, and allowed 
the Russian army to cross the Danube 
to be severely handled in the Balkan 
mountains which form an almost im- 
passable southern barrier to the 
richer, more extensive and more pop- 
ulous portions of European Turkey. 
It is presumed by many news writers 


. that several battles worthy to be so 


called, will shortly be fought; that 
some severe engagements must take 
place from the position of the armies 
and the probable interference of Eng- 
land and perhaps other powers. We 
do not clearly understand the situa- 
tion of affairs nor the internal causes 
or forces in operation, hence we have 
no speculations to offer. 

The following views of Prince Gorts- 
chakoff in an interview with a distin- 
guished statesman, throw an intelligent 
light on the Eastern question. He 
says: ie | 
Only the Servian question induced 


him to accompany the Czar to the 
seat of war. He had prevented Ser- 


_vian co-operation, at urgently 


offered, in order to avoid European 
complications. Russia had acted on 
two principles: First, to avoid all in- 
terference with the internal affairs of 


Servia and Roumania, and not to en- 


courage them to war against Turkey, 
and, secondly to decline, so long as 
the war lasted, any intervention by 
the powers, who at the conclusion of 
peace would have an opportunity of 
jaa all their interests. The 

usslans were prepared for greater re- 
sistance by Turkey than has hitherto 
been experienced. He concluded: ‘‘If 
we succeed in a decisive battle in Bul- 


. garia our task will be completed in a 


short time. If the Turks retire into 
the Balkans, and I have reason to be- 
l'eve they will, we shall have annoy- 
ing delays because of their excellent 
positions for defense, and then will 
commence our difficulties in provision- 
ing the army.” 


An Edueational Test. 


A Georgia man writes to the editor 
of his local paper as follows: “I am 
willing to disfranchise myself until I 
am worth as much as $1,000 of taxable 
property, if by so doing I can help to 
rid the State of this universal suffrage.” 
The Georgia man is struggling with 
the right idea, but he is on the wreng 
track. Very little harm is ever done 
because of poor men voting. The 
trouble is that the vote of a man who 
cannot read a daily paper, and who 
knows nothing of the history or genius 
of his country’s institutions, counts for 
just as much as does the vote of the 
Chief Justice of the United States. 
All the trouble in the country comes 
from that source, and almost every- 
where the vote ef the intelligent por- 
tion of the country is neutralized and 
destroyed by the votes of men who 
know not what they do.—Hxchange. 

As arule, the men whose inftuence 
is the most pernicious during election 
times are those who hold property and 
possess an ordinary education. It is 
the corrupt use of money and brains 
at the polls which produces the most 
deleterious results. The possession 


alone of either money or education 


cannot be the qualification for the ex-- 


ercise of the elective franchise. The 
Georgia man 1s right in regard to the 


fact that universal suffrage is an evil; 
but Statesmen can alone solve this 
suffrage problem and then only ap- 


proximately.

In the politieal-circles of Washing- 
ton much excitement prévails. The 
charges brought by Attorney-General 
Ogden of Louisian against the mem- 
bers of the returning board, have cre- 
ated an unexpected stir in the Cab- 
inet and among politicians of both 
parties.. It is said that Gov. Nicholls 
is oppesed to the prosecution of An- 
derson, Wells, Kenner and Casnave, 
the four members of the returning 
board, and is endeavoring not only to 
prevent it himself, but to secure an 
opposing influence to the prosecution 
from Hampton, Gordon, Lamar and 
other leading conservative men. The 
move, it is thought, is encouraged by 
Packard and Northern Democrats, 
while it finds some sympathy from the 
partial disaffection of Blaine, Robe- 
son, Chamberlain and other leading 


radical Republicans. 


The District Attorney of the State 
and those of the different counties of 
Louisiana, as well as the grand jury, 
seem resolved on pressing the prosecu- 
tion to its fullest extent. Wells has 
appealed to the President for protec- 
tion. Altogether the case isan em- 
barassing one. ‘The Democratic press 
in the main forsake square, sterling 
principle, and join in the cry, prose- 
cute the thieves. But what is still 
baser, they urge the pressing of the 
case because they seek to besmear the 
President and make it appear that he 
occupies his seat by fraud of the most 
glaring character. TheS. F. Mail, in 
yesterdays issue, unmasks its foul 
batteries, and with a deceptive show 
of logic and appeal to perverted facts, 
séeks to make apparent that Hayes is 
‘fan object of pity,” and that the de- 
cision of the Electoral Commission 
was a perversion of justice and incon- 
sistent with the powers it possessed 
and the stern duty it should have per- 
formed. Other papers, as the Vir- 
ginia Chronicle, fall into line and do 
violence to their better judgment on 
similar illogical grounds. 

Hayes’ position is as Alexander H. 
Stephens states it: ‘‘He holds the ex- 
ecutive office by a legal tender that 
can never be successfully assailed, and 
which ought not to be questioned. He 
holds it by a judicial decision rendered 
by the highest judicial tribunal in this 
country.” His legal title to the office 
of President of these United States 
cannot be successfully questioned. 
And legally any developments made in 
Louisiana that should even show, be- 
yond a question, that the electoral 
vote of that State belonged to Tilden, 
cannot affect Hayes’ right to the office 
he now so creditably fills. Blaine and 
others may do their worst, but this 
one fact remains, that the leading men 
of to-day and the masses. of both par- 
ties stand by the President. 

There may be some political capital 
made out of the case of the returning 
members now pending in the State 
courts of Louisiana. Politicians may 
fume and radical papers may make 
their absurd attacks, but as loig as 
Hayes follows his present honest, con- 
servative course, he will only grow in 
the affections of the American people. 
He stands on a firm foundation to-day, 
and the present develops no solid rea- 
son why he may not occupy an im- 
pregnable position in the near future. 
It is highly probable that the prose- 
cution of the members of the return- 
ing board will result in smoke. The 
day has passed for further investiga- 
tion of their acts. If they have acted 


fraudulently it would be impolitic to. 
officially exhume such action at the 


present harmonizing state of affairs. 
If they have been honest we only  ex- 
pose ourselves to the fearful shafts of 
severe criticism.

A Scientific Tour—Could Ne- 
vada Step in for a Share? 


———— 


Dr. J. D. Hooker, President of the 
Royal Society of London, director of 
the new Botanical Gardens, etc., and 
Lieutenant General Strachey of the 
Royal Bengal Engineers, and a mem- 
ber of the council for India, have 
made arrangements through friends 
in Washington and elsewhere for a 
tour of scientific research this sum- 
mer in Colorado, Utah and California, 
in company with Asa Gray, of Cam- 
bridge, the distinguished botanist, 
and Professor Joseph Leily of Phila- 
delphia, an eminent comparative an- 
atomist, the result of which will be 
communicated in the form of reports 
to our government. Mrs. Hooker and 
Mrs. Strachey will accompany their 
husbands. The former was the widow 
of Sir Wm, Jorden, an eminent nat- 
uralist, and Mrs. Strachey is the 
daughter of Sir J. R. Grant, formerly 
Governor of Bengal, and at a later 
period Governor of Jamacia. The 
party were to leave England about the 
28th ult., with the expectation of pro- 
ceeding directly to Boston. -The re- 
sults of this scientific tour, which has 
been thus arranged will, it is believed, 
be of great interest and value, and 
these will be attained entirely at the 
private expense of the distinguished 
gentlemen who compose the expedi- 
tion. 


* ‘this party of scientists and literati 
will probably be joined in California 
by such men as Dr. Kellogg, botanist; 
occasionally by several of the leading 
professors of the University of Cali- 
fornia; Edwards, the actor as Ento- 
mologist; Davidson, of the U. S. 
Coast Survey; Prof. Ashburner, Min- 
ing; Profs. Jno. and Jos. LeCente, 
one representing the Department of 
Physics and the other Geology. We 
would suggest that Prof. Stewart of 
our own State join the party, and if 
possible induce this scientific body to 
visit the leading places of Nevada. 
Nevada is a rich field for the geologist 
and mineralogist. | 

If Nevada would spend, say $50,000 
for a full report of her resources from 
a thoroughly scientific stand - point, 
she would in time reap thereby four- 
fold returns for the expenditure. We 


are in comparative ignorance of our 
agricultural and mining resources, 
particularly as to the latter, to which 
much attention has already been given 
and: millions expended. We need to 
know how to work our mines. We 
now look for gold and silver and then 
nearly discard even these precious 
metals if found in combination with 
any considerable amount of base met- 
als. The work of Prof. Stewart may 
prove of great value, but. he is but 
one man and works under many dis- 
advantages. 

Nevada, if properly known by the 
capitalist, astute business men and 
scientists, would soon become a State 
undergoing a high process of develop- 
ment in all that which gives a com- 
monwealth position among her sover- 
eign sisters and real strength at home.

Indian War. 
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News from the Idaho Indian war 
shows that the Indians and troops met 
at Cottonwood, on the Camos Prairie, 
and had a three days’ skirmish fight, 
the Indians obtaining an advantage 
over our troops. The action of Cel. 
Perry in not sending immediate aid to 
Capt. Randall is censurable. A pack 
train with supplies to Gen. Howard 
was attacked, and ten suldiers and two 
citizens, who formed part of the escort, 
were killed. The Indians have pos- 
session of Camos Prairie, except Fort 


Cottonwood, Grangeville and Mount 
Idaho. From 40 to 60 volunteers have | 
gone from Walla Walla to the scene of. 
hostilities. | 
The difficulties of the present Indian | 
campaign are much. greater than were 
those of the Modoc war. In Idaho 
and Washington Territory the Iudians 
are more pumerous and better sup- 
plied than were the Modocs, while the 
white settlements are not so. streng, 
nor is the supply market as accessible 
or assistance as readily procured as in 
Northern California. The volunteer | 
force, as well as the U. 8S. troops, is 
far too small. Again, it appears that 
we cannot make use of Indians who 
oppose the tribes under Joseph, as| 
Gen. Canby did with the Warmspring | 
Indians in the Modoc war. It seems 
cruel to arouse the antipathies of the! 
various Indian tribes and array them 
against each other during our Indian 
wars, but sucha policy has been suc- | 
cessfully followed by our best Indian | 
fighters, and proves a great saving of | 
white troops and is far less expensive, 
while it disposes’ of two Tndians in- 
stead of two Americans and one 
savage. :

Border Line Affairs. 

The anticipated trouble with Mex- 
ico is now wholly improbable. The 
orders given to Gen. Ord are very ex- 
plicit and do not involve any violation 
of international law. The American 
troops’have pursued several predatory 
bands and recovered much of the 
stolen property. These robbers are 
not properly citizens of either Mexico 
or Texas: They are lawless Indians, 
half breeds and border line Mexicans; 
hence as long as the United States 
punishes only these, even if it be on 
Mexican soil, she has not committed 
an aggression but has really performed 
a valuable service for our sister Re- 
public. Gen. Trivino’s force acts in 
co-operation with-the United States in 
the suppression of these border line 
outrages and robberies and in the pun- 
ishment of marauders. Trevino is ac- 
corded the same liberties on American 
soil as are assumed by Gen. Ord. The 
case as put by the Chicago Times is 
very cléarly stated, as follows : 


General Ord’s instructions, care- 
fully read, disclose only that he can in 
no instance invade the soil of Mexico, 
but he can enter that Territory only 
in pursuit of bands of Mexican 
thieves who have invaded our coun- 
try, and then only to pursue the inva- 
ders wherever they may go in order 
to punish them. If Diaz says to our 
Government, ‘‘You have invaded our 
territory,’ then we have the unan- 
swerable reply, ‘‘But you invaded us 


first; keep your thieves at home and 


you will not be troubled with inva- 
sion.” As one of the Generals inter- 
ested in the preparation of this order 
said this evening, “‘if you knock a 
man down upon. the street he has 
cause for action against you, but if he 
should come to your house and steal 
goods, and you should pursue 

im and knock him down in the effort 
to secure your property, then he 
would not have a very good cause 
against you.” 

Further than this the probable rec- 
ognition in a few days of the Diaz 
Government by the United States 
Government will have the effect to ob- 
tain the full support of the Mexican 
authorities in the thorough suppres- 
sion of border line incursions. Of 
course there is a political element at 
Washington which would have a war 
if possible, seeking thereby not only 
personal gain but also having in view 
the accession of territory to the Uni- 
ted States.’ But the present state of 
affairs is not as it was in 1844, while 
the opposition toa war with Mexico is 
much stronger now than at that time. 


A Surr ror Mane Istanp.—A San 
Francisco dispatch of the 10th says: 

One Colonel Baulden is about to 
commence suit against the United 
States for possession of Mare Island, 
now used by the Government as a 
navy yard.  Plaintift alleges that the 
title of the United States to the 
island, which was originally a Mexi- 
can grant, is unsound, and that he 
holds the only valid title. The Third 
District Court has granted plaintiff an 
order to perpetuate the testimony of 
witnesses who are numelous and are 
scattered over the State. Following 
will appear as counsel for plaintiff: 
Judge Jeremial, 8. Black and General 
Albert Pike of Washington, and 
Messrs. Mizener M. Noon and Alvara- 
do of San Francisco. 

It is now too long since the treaty 
of Guadaloupe Hidago to successfully 
resurrect titles to such property as 
Mare Island. It is to be trusted that 
the day for the sober consideration of 
senile fraudulent land grants in Cal- 
ifornia is over. Twenty-nine years of 
this suit-of robbery is quite sufficient, 


and the probabilities are that Colonel 


Baulden will simply be well bled by 
his attorneys. | 


A Gazette's special reports that the 
military from Covington, who. were 
sent to Grayson, Kentucky, to arrest 
the Underwood gang, reached Under- 
wood's house early this morning, and 
captured George W..and John Under- 
wood and a negro.

probability, his right to the seat, will, 
in convention, be contested by an em- 
inent legal gentleman from Washoe 
county. : 

The Congressional nomination will 
probably fall upon some new man 
from the ‘‘great east,’’ unless Courier 
de Leon, the “‘little Nap.” of the 
Journal, should again shie his caster 
into the ring for the prize.

East BrookLyN MINE. —From Mr. 
J.J. Dixon, foreman of the East Brook- 
lyn, we learn the following items from 
the ex-Emma: The shaft is now down 
218 feet. Mr. H. W. T. Mali, the 
Superintendent, has gone below to get 
a Camron pump No.5 to be used in 
connection with their Niagara plunge 
pump in pumping the terrific stream 
of water out of the mine. .The new 
pump was to have been here Tuesday. 
All hands will then go to work and 
make a tank which will hold 30,000 
gallons of water. This tank will be 
placed on the 150 foot level and re- 
ceive the water that is pumped into it 
from the lower levels. Last Thursday 
or Friday the company hauled 
about twenty tons of their ore to the 
Peavine mill and have it tested and 
the precious metals extracted. The 
report of the mining expert, 
Wm. Ashburner, has been received. 
It is a good report. 


Mitt Burnep. — The two-stamp 
. mill at Pyramid was burned last 
Friday evening. There had been no 
one near the mill for some time, hence 
it is altogether probable that it was 
set on fire. The tracks of one or 
more persons were traced to and from 
the mill.

turned loose on the poor Judge and 
jury. ‘The case is somewhat compli- 
cated and quite an expensive one to 
the litigants. What was the surprise 
Tuesday when it was ascertained that 
Judge Wright had set Thursday as a 
day for the trial of cases in Ormsby 
county. Counsel for both sides had 
supposed that they had even a week’s 
time, if they so desired, for the hearing 
of the present civil case between the 
Truckee Lodge vs: Wood et. al. One 
side of the case is now presented, and 
the jury, witnesses and parties to the 
action must separate for six days. For 
each day the jury sits they receive $36; 
each witness summoned and sworn 
cost $1.25; the short hand reporter, $8, 
and the Sheriff's fees, $5. The Sheriff's 
fees come out of the county. -In addi- 
tion to this expense, comes that of the 
five lawyers, mest of whom, to say the 
least, do not hurry a trial through. 
Judge Wright should ‘not have given 
so short a time to the hearing of this 
case. Sufficient was known of it, 
and all of the attending circumstan- 
ces surrounding it to warrant him in 
presuming that the case could not 
possibly be tried in three days’ 
time. These two or three-day terms of 
court are only an expense to the coun- 
ty any way, and are seldom areal con- 
venience to the litigants. Judge 
Wright, we believe and feel assured, 
has acted only with the sole views of 
accommodating the parties and their 
attorneys in the present case, and the 
counsel have without any real neces- 
sity therefor needlessly prolonged the 
trial. Hence full blame does not fall 
on his shoulders. Further, we dis- 
claim any sinister motives in this mat- 
ter. We believe that our court mat- 
ters are managed too expensively to 
the county and to private parties, and 
may have criticised the one who has 
done the most to lessen court expens- 


es. If we have done Judge Wright 
an injustice, we shall be pleased to 
make reparation therefor.

Visit to Taylorsville. 


Situation—The 4th— Various Interests. 
From one of our citizens who has 
just returded from Taylorsville we 
obtain the following items of interest: 

Taylorsville is situated in the upper 
end of Indian valley, Plumas county, 
California, and is about 85 miles north 
Its population will not ex- 
ceed 700, but they are all alive and 
have comfortable homes in one of the 
finest and most beautiful sections of 
Northwestern California. When we 
arrived at the town preparations were 
quietly going on fora celebration of 
the 4th. Next morning the anvils 
fairly howled, the bells rang and every 
boy was up turning loose his little en- 
gines of torture. A fine procession 
marched through the principal streets 
of the town. It was composed of all 
the societies in town, two large wagons 
each tastefully decorated and drawn 
by six horses. One carried 38 little | 
girls, each representing one of the 
States. On the other wagon were 
seated 13 beautiful young ladies, each 
representing one of the 13 original 
colonies. At the head of the proces- 
sion was the Quincy brass band, which 
consisted of 21 musicians, who fur- 
nished the best of music. Then at 
the rear was a long line of carriages 
and wagons. All the literary exer- 
cises passed off in good style. In the 
afternoon the Quincy and Taylorville . 
boys had a match game of base ball, 
and the former gained the day. In 
the evening there was a fine display. of 
fire works and a big dance enjoyed. 

The crops in the valley were never 
better. Wheat, barley, oats, timothy 
and red top grow luxuriantly. Twen- 
ty-five years ago old man Taylor, who 
now resides at Taylorville, put up the 
first house in the town. This house 
was erected on the Fourth, and the 
patriotic people of that town have 
never allowed a 4th of July to pass 
uncelebrated since that time. 

At the lower end of Indian Valley 
is located the little town of Greenville. 
Here there are two saw mills and two 
quartz mills. On the night of the 3d 
the large foundry was burned; loss 
$10,000. But its enterprising owners 
commenced on the morning of the 5th 
to clear away the rubbish, and say 
that in about three weeks time they 
have another and larger foundry than 
the old one in running trim. Two 
quartz mills will be constructed near 
Greenville as soon as the castings for | 
it can be cast at the foundry. Fine 
pine timber cover the mountain sides 
and even rear their lofty heads from 
the surface of the valley below. | The 
air and water are pure, the climate 
and soil are good and the people social 
and industrious. The mountain 
streams abound in fine trout, and game 
in considerable quantity and variety 
can easily be found. He who can not 
enjoy a trip to Taylorsville and ad- 
joining localities is dead to all that is 
agreeable and satisfying. | 
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BRIDGE CoMMENTS.—The new iron 
bridge is now the subject of much 
comment. It takes nearly a dozen 
men sitting all day in front of the 
Lake House to see that the bridge is 
properly constructed. They are near- 
ly all experts and their opinions are 
often very weighty—e. g.— one of 
the Solons, gave it as his opinion that 
the wooden supports to the trestle 
work (temporarily used in putting to- 
gether the iron work), were pot strong 
enough to hold up such a heavy iron 
bridge, especially when large teams 
were crossing it. Much criticism 1s, 
however, justly passed on the action 
of the Commissioners in having the 
bridge set ‘“‘cat-a-cornered” across the 
river. The north end of the bridge 
should have extended at least six feet 
further down the stream than its pres- 
ent position.

~ duced opening that he had now no 
_ longer svfficient strength even to re- 
~ cede! 

The situation of the whole party 
may be imagined; their terror was be- 
yond the power of discretion or ad- 
vice; while the wretched leader, wheth- 
er from terror or the effect of his situ- 
ation, swelled so that, if it was before 
difficult, it was now impussible for 
him te stir from his miserable situa- 
tion. ‘One of the party, at this dread- 
ful and critical moment, proposed, in 
the intense selfishness to whieh the 
feeling of vital danger reduces all, as 
the only way of escape from this hor- 
rible fiwing grave, to cut in pieces the 
wretched being who formed the ob- 
struction, and clear the passage by 
dragging the dismembered carcass 
piecemeal past them.

The 
bug er worm that cannot find vegeta- 
tion unffavored with these articles will 
seek hie breakfast elsewhere, and leave

A few drops of carbolic acad in a 
pint ef water will cleanse house plants 
from liee in a very short time. 

If mosguitoes or other bloed-suckers 
infest ewr sleeping rooms at night, we 
uncork 2 bottle of pennyroyal, and 


these insects leave in great haste, nor 


will they return so long as the air in 


the room is loaded with the fumes of 


that aromatic herb. 

If rats enter in the cellar, a little 
powdered potash thrown into’ their 
holes, or mixed with meal and scatter- 
ed in their runaways, never fails to 
drive them away. 

Cayenne pepper will keep the but- 
tery free from ants and cockroaches. 
If a mouse makes an entrance into any 
part of your dwelling, saturate a rag 
‘with cayenne in solution and stuff it 
into the hole, which can be repaired 
with either wood or mortar. No rat 
«or mouse will attack the rag for the 
purpose of opening communication 
with the depot of supplies.—Rural 
‘Swe.

They have 
urged upon the simple peasants that 
this is the doctrine taught by the Holy. 
Evangel, and was devoutly held by 
all the saints of the Greek Church. 
Above all, they. have pictured this as 
the “old Russian idea,” and is the basis 
of the constitution of the village com- 
mune or Nair. Just as the community 
hold their lands in common and deter- 
mine when and where certain crops 
shall be sown, what shall be used for 
pasture, and what for other purposes, 
so, in regard to all other property,’ 
they claim that it should be owned in 
common and distributed among the 
people. 

The revolutionary tendencies of this 
movement are those that involve prop- 
erty rights and threaten those vast 
estates in the hands of the Russian 
nobility, and from the extert to which 
it has spread, is causing mech uneasi- 
ness. Communism has found a con-' 
genial soil in ancient Slavonic institu-, 
tions, and is effecting a hald on the 
hearts of the entire Pan-slavaic peoples 
throughout Eastern Europe scarcely 
understood.— Toledo Blade.

AMONG THE ARMENIAN WOMEN.— | 
A war correspondent, describing his 
journey from Trebizond to Erzeroum, 
says: “Thousands of small yellow 
ferrets dart to and fro across the road 
and run to shelter in their burrows as 
we tramp by. Strange looking water- 
fowl rise screaming from the marshes, 
and the kingsfisher and maidenbird 
perch on the single telegraph wire that 
flanks the way. Scattered villages 
appear at Intervals. Thereare no sep- 
arate farm-houses as in other countries. 
For mutual protection the inhabitants 
have grouped their houses together. 
You see Armenian women sitting on 
the roadside, wrapped in their long 
white robes, covering alike thead and 
feet. The black veil gives them a 
hideous, unearthly appearanee. The 
yasmak of the Turkish women :might, 
by stretching a point, be considered 
as an article of dress;:but hereithere is 
no compromise. The veil :ard the 
mantle ihave no pretense to elegance 
or beauty, they are merely means of 
concealing figure and face. As the 
tramp of horses draws near, the women 
fly furtively across the road to their 
respective houses or huts. It reminded 
me forcibly of rabbits on.a country 
road scurrying hastily to their bur- 
rows on the approach of a wayfarer. 
The seclusion of Armenian women, 
even of the humblest class, is much 
more severe than the Turks.

A WonNDERFUL TIME-PIEcE.—-Theo- 
dore Rohrer, a watchmaker of New- 
castle, has invented a piece of mechan- 
ism which is thus described: It con 
sists of a set-of gold studs, in one of 
which is a miniature watch which 
keeps excellent time. The combined 
weight of he two studs and watch, 
which are all connected together, is 
one half ounce. The face of the watch 


‘is about the size of a silver three cent 


piece, and, with its surroundings of 
gold, looks much like.a small compass. 
When the watch and studs are on the 
shirtfront they are about two inches 
apart, and by turning the upper one 
(in the same manner that a stem- 
winding watch is wound) ‘the time- 
piece is wound. In setting the hands 
the lower stud is revolved. The most 
remarkable thing about the time-piece 
is that'is not like ordinary watches, 
but has a dial resembling that ofa 
clock. The pendulum will move cor- 
rectly in whatever position the. watch 
is placed, even when it is reversed, and 
run-at the top instead of the bottom.

Stop wHat Noisg. — Everybody 
that travels-has experienced the an- 
noyance of having his ears deafened 
when or board a steamboat by the 
roar of escaping steam. Sometimes 
accidents have occurred during the 
racket of ‘‘blowing off,” simply be- 
cause the captain could not make. his 
orders heard, and everything had to 
be done in dumb show while the dis- 
turbances lasted. Happily an inven- 
tion, called the spiral exhaust nozzle, 
is destined to check off the noise. It 
operates by breaking the waves of 
sound, the escaping steam being sur- 
rounded witha wire helix and obliged 
‘to pass between the wires. A report 
adopted by the Committee on Science 
and the Arts of the Franklin Insti- 
tute says: ‘‘In view of the annoyance, 
fright and danger arising from the 
roar of the escaping steam, and of the 
completeness with which the nozzle 
destroys the roar, we are of the opin- 
ion that Mr. Shaw has done a great 
service to the community, and partic- 
ularly to the transportation interests, 
in overcoming an obnoxious and dan- 
gerous feature in the use of steam; 
and we recommend the award to him 
of the Scott legacy premium apd 
medal for his spiral exhaust nozzle.” 
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ALCOHOL IN Hot WeEatTHER.—The 
first important thing to be-observed in 
great heat is temperance—temperance 
in all things.- Heat gives rise to feel- 
ings of exhaustion; this leads to the 
drinking of repeated doses of alcohol 
in some shape or other, than which 
nothing can be worse. We do not 
say that a strictly temperate man 
never gets a sunstroke; but we do 
aver that a man who keeps his house 
and his person, if we may so express 
it, well ventilated by opening the win- 
dows of the former, and clothing him- 
self rationally, who attends to the 
functions of his skin by ‘‘tubbing” 
regularly, and who lives temperately, 
isa very unlikely subject indeed for 
sunstroke. A manifest want at this 
season 1s some non-alcoholic beverage 
that is cold and pleasant without be- 
ing at all sweet or mawkish. 

The necessity of temperance in 
drink, on the partof those whose avo- 
cations lead them to be exposed to the 
sun this weather, cannot be too forci- 
bly urged. Over and over again in 
India the immunity from sunstroke 
enjoyed by temperate men has been 
observed.—London Lancet. 
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Wuo Witt Take Care or THEM. — 
It is commonly supposed that engi- 
neers get so accustomed to fast run- 
ning that they are unmindful of thé 
perils which beset them during every 
minute of their journeys. This is a 
mistake. They appreciate the dan- 
gers of their occupation, and, though 
it is rare that an engineer falters in 
his duty, they do not, as a rule, like 
to exceed a certain speed. This aver- 
sion to extraordinary running was 
illustrated in the remark of an old en- 
gineer, the other day, when informed 
that he must take out one of the fast 
trains on Monday. Removing his 
slouch hat, and running his fingers 
nervously through his hair, the old 
engineer, who had made all sorts of 
time, in daylight and darkness, for 20 
years, said: “‘All right, boss, I'll take 
her through, but who'll take care of 
my wife and five children if anything 
should happen?” The remark showed 
that engineers sometimes, perhaps 
often, think of their families at the 
same time they are watching their en- 
gines, and that there are some things 
that they like better than running 50 
miles an hour.—Chicago Times.

existence of a torpedo is suspected, 
two divers row to the place in a very 
light boat, which draws so little water 
that there is scarcely any danger of 
its striking against a torpedo, On ar- 
riving at the destination one of the 
oarsmen. dives into the sea; if he finds 
the wire or rope by which the torpedo 
is attached he cuts it with a sharp in- 
strument, and returns quickly into 
the boat. The liberated torpedo fleats 
to the surface of the water, the men 
pass a sort of lasso round it, take it 
in tow, and then row back to the ship 
as quickly as possible. For each one 
thus captured the divers are paid 
about $50 in addition to half the 
value of the torpedo itself. 
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The anaconda in the Zoological 
Gardens, London, which has _ been. 
considered quite a respectable snake, 
turns out to be a comparatively 
small creature of its kind. Henry J. 
Cooke of Caracas, Venezuela, in a let- 
ter to Frank Buckland, states that in 
the small rivers which flow into the 
Orinoco there are large numbers of 
anacondas much larger than the one 
the society has, and that in a large 
pond near a friend’s house in Maturin 
lives in shy retirement one that is 36 
feet long and a yard in diameter.
